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DETAILED ACTION 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the isolation line and 
delay line must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
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art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. In the independent claim 1 , applicant recites "one or more of as isolation line 
and a delay line". Both the isolation line and delay lines are briefly disclosed in the 
Brief Summary Section of the specification. Neither is described in such a way to 
enable one skilled in the art to make and use the claimed invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6, 10, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

With regards to claim 6, lines 4 and 5, applicant recites "a first MW resonator and 
a second MW resonator". How do these resonators related to the MW resonators 
recited in claim 1 line 5? 

Claims 10 and 13 recites the limitation "the bottom side of the duplexer" in lines 3 
and 2, respectively. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: With regard to the claims the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach 
an output of the Rx filter on the bottom side of the ceramic body is electrically connected 
to a balun, the balun being implemented in a low-temperature co-fired ceramic (LTCC) 
and on a bottom side of the Rx filter, and wherein the ceramic body has a first smaller 
height in an area of the Tx filter and a second height in an area of the Rx filter, the 
second height being less than the first height. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mandai et al US Patent 6,525,626 discloses since a branch 
circuit preferably includes a balun element, both of a terminal connected to a 
transmission circuit observed from a terminal connected to a reception circuit and the 
terminal connected to the reception circuit observed from the terminal connected to the 
transmission circuit are open in terms of a high frequency. Therefore, since complete 
isolation is obtained between these terminals, the reception signal is prevented from 
interfering with the transmission signal side, and vice versa. Consequently, the reliability 
of the duplexer is improved. (Column 2; lines 32-40 and figure 6) 

Hiroshima et al US Patent 6,801 ,101 disclose a dielectric filter, a dielectric 
duplexer, and a communication apparatus incorporating the same, in which the 
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balanced-type input/output of signals can be performed without using a balun. (Column 
1; lines 51-57)
